GOVERNOR UNFAIRLY CRITICIZED 
Thoro Is no, lustUlcatlon for non-ossentlal 
Bpendlng by either state ornatlonal govem- 
Riont In times like these, because th« coat of 
the war alone will mean a staggering tax load 
■which we will bo called upon to carry for years 
to cothc. 

Shortly after the United States became In- 
volved In the war, we minced no words In 
advocating that the state rorego all unneces- 

■ aary expenditures. In anticipation of what 
the people of Idaho would be required to con- 
tribute to the war effort in increased toxfcs. 

We suggested that such non-essentials 

■ might Include several highway projects In 
our Immediate vicinity, ond^urged that state 
officials weigh these projects carefully from 

'. the standpoint of necessity before continuing 
with their construction. ^ 

One of these projects was the reconstrucllid- 
hlghway from Twin Falls to the lim-to-rlm 
bridge. As originally planned, this project in- 
cluded an Improved highway, curbs and side- 
walks. It was decided that the sidewalks were. 
unnecBsstiry, but that the road to the bridge 
— a section of an Important trons-contlnentol 
highway— was In such deplorable condition 
that reconstruction vas euentlal. 

Not deviating from our stand that all non- 
essential highway construction should be dls- 
contlfiued for tht duratlon^we believe never- 
theless, that In fairness to Gov. Chase A. 
Clark It should bo explained that he Is being 
subjected to some criticism ho does not de- 
serve In connection with .this project. It has 
. to do with the curbs being Installed along 
the road. Some are contending these curbs are 
• . unnecessary. 

Eiiglneers familiar with road construction 
of this particular type offer logical -reasons 
why the curbs should be constructed. Other- 
wise, they explain, improper drainage weak- 
ens the shoulders which break down under 
traffic and ultimately result in damage to 
the road generally. Kot only that.' Unless a 
"seal" coat is applied to this new roaowork, 
the total investment will also be Impaired. 

Had borrow pits, necessary piping and such 
been construcM>4nd Insta Upd al oni^ the road 
to provide atfcquatB^'Matoitfge, H would have 
been a different atoryjRtglnoers explain, but 
such Is not the cue, and the curbs which 
amount to reSi expensive construction are 
necessary to preserve the road. 

We are not attempting to pull any of the 
' governor's chestnuts out of the fire, but in 
, all fairness to him, wo do not believe anyone 
- should make political capital of the finishing 
' work being dona on this road. If construction 
hi the road Itself was essential, it Is only good 
business to preserve the new highway and 
protect the Investment. . 

The governor himself realizes that side- 
walks to the bridge are unnecessary, and he 
should be given credit for the fact that these 
sidewalks are not being constructed. 



EDUCATING THE GERMANS 
Emll Ludwig offers a worthwhile Idea about 
something we can do, when we have won this 
■ war, to help prevent another In two or three 
decades. He suggests that, for a certain 
■ period, the United Nations must assume con- 
trol over the relch's arms, education and 
government. 

We aren't certain about government. We 
feel that when any people is deprived, by 
force, of certain fundamentals of self-gov- 
ernment, great harm Is Inevitable. About 
control over Oerman arms we can't Imagine 
any controversy. 

Ludwlg's contribution Is the suggestion 
concerning education. It Is his Idea that only 
by Inoculating a whole generation of Teutons 
with Christian principles of religion, phil- 
osophy and history, can we hope to eradicate 
the Hun-Uke characteristics which long have 
made Germany the scourge of the western 
world. 



ALIEN PHYSICIANS 
A few months ago doctors were worrying 
atwut the competition of refugee physicians. 
' particularly in the larger cities. Now patients 
are pleased that they have some medical men 
to fall back on, since the atmed services are 
cleaning' out "the younger doctors and sur- 
geons. 

Illinois has rescinded Jts ban upon practice 
by foreign-educated physicians to h(;lp meet 
the nation-wide and growing need. New York 
long has been liberal. Idaho, Iowa, New Hamp- 
shire, the Dokotai, Pennsylvania, Utah, Kan- 
sas and Oregon will admit to practice after a 
year at an American medical school or In- 
temeship In an American hospital. 

Some S,S0O Immigrant physicians have come 
from abroad since 1033. More than a third 
bave been placed In smaller .communities 
*hleh needed their services. States which 
■ continue to ban such men may find them- 
;.V^tw In bad shape before this war is over.
